CURRENT SUMMARY OF SOVIET ICBM LAUNCH AREAS 
IDENTIFIED ON KEYHOLE PHOTOGRAPHY 

This report presents a current summary of deployed ICBM launch areas 
25X1 D in the USSR identified on KEYHOLE photography as of 

(Table 1). 

The-, total number of deployed ICBM launch areas identified is now 56, 
with a minimum total of 98 pads (on the assumption of one pad for each 
Shadrinsk-type launch area) referenced to 16 separate locations. The 
total includes 34 launch areas of the Tyura Tam Complex ”C”, or Yur'ya, 
type with a total of 68 pads; 4 of the Tyura Tam Launch Complex ”B” type 
with a total of 4 pads; 10 of the Tyura Tam Launch Complex "D", or 
Shadrinsk, type with a minimum total of lOpads; and 8 of the Tyumen' type 
with a total of 16 pads. The total of 56 launch areas appear at the following 
complexes: Drovyanaya, Gladkaya, Itatka, Kostroma, Kozel'sk, Novo- 

sibirsk, Perm , Plesetsk, Shadrinsk, Svodbodnyy, Teykovo, Tyumen', 
Verkhnyaya Saida, Yedrovo, Yoshkar-Ola, and Yur’ya. A possible ICBM 
complex- is located at Nyandoma with no launch areas identified to date, and 
a suspect complex is located near Omsk. 

All coordinates referenced in Table 1 have been derived from the 
appropriate US Air Target Chart - Series 200. These coordinates are 
considered to be the most accurate to date.

This report presents the results of a search, for ICBM activity, of 
all rail lines in the USSR covere d by photography from KEYHOLE Mission 

A previous publication 1 / gave the results 
of a search of Missions and explained the standards 

used. 

The total length of Soviet rail line searched with negative results for 
ICBM activity In accordance with the established criteria 1 / is now 
42,800 nautical miles. The Graphic Supplement* to this report consists 
of overlays to the 66 World Aeronautical Charts (WACs) that, together, 
show all the connecting rail lines known to exist in the USSR. Sixty-three 
of these overlays show the rail lines searched with negative results on 
the basis of this and the previous search. These overlays also indicate 
the locatio n of al l ICBM launch complexes identified to date. The search 
of Mission has resulted in revisions or additions to 36 of the WAC 

overlays. 


•Copies of the Graphic Supplement have been forwarded to the CIA requester and to the 
TALENT Control Officers of Army, Navy,', Air Force, and NSA. Further reproduction and dissem- 
ination of these overlays to subordinate commands will be the responsibility of the above agencies. 
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
